NEW GRAND STAND 


Few Sedalians have any conception 
of the magnitude of the Live Stock 
,building in process of erection at the 
State Fair grounds by Thomas H. 
Johnson, the contractor, and which is 
to cost something like $75,000. 
The structure is of brick, 176x238 
feet, and will have a seating capacity 
of possibly 12,000. The building is to 
be used for the exhibition of 
live 
stock, and 3000 chairs will be placed 
around the arena, which latter will be 
125x175 fe e t 
In addition, there is to 
be a gallery, in which at least 5000 
persons can be seated. 
T ie building, it Is said, will be the 
largest of its kind in the state outside 
of the Convention hall in Kansas City, 
and with a comparatively small ex­ 
pense it can be made the finest struc­ 
ture in the state for conventions, po­ 
litical meetings and other large gath-j 
erings, the Kansas Ciiy Convention 
hall alone excepted. 
It has been suggested to the Demo­ 
crat that steps should be taken at an 
early date with a view to equipping 
the building for the purposes enumer­ 
ated above. 
Enterprising Sedalians 
have already raised something like 
$2000 for the purpose of erecting 
a 
convention hall, and the money is now 
on deposit in the local banks. To raise 
enough additional at this time to pro­ 
vide a suitable building down-town Is 
alm ost out of the question, but the 
sum already raised and in bank woiilJ 
go a long way In equipping the new 
Live Stock building so that it would 
m eet every requirement of an up-to- 
date convention hall. 
That a satisfactory arrangement can 
be made with the directors of the 
State Fair association is as certain as 
th at two and two are four. Contractor 
Johnson has been delayed some in the 
delivery of the steel work for the new 
building, but it is practically all here 
now, and the intention is to have the 
structure completed early In 1906. 
The 3000 chairs 
that 
Contractor 
Johnson is to place in position around 
the arena will be all that are needed 
by the State Fair for the purposes for 
which the building was originally in­ 
tended, but Sedalia should not be con­ 
tented to stop at this. 
When the State Fair was located 
here the Sedalia W ater and Light Co.. 
of which Mr. Andrews 
is manager, 
agreed to extend its line to the Fair 
grounds without cost and for a con­ 
sideration to wire and light such build­ 
ings as might be asked by tie State 
Fair directors, and a contract to that 
effect is a m atter of record. 
For State Fair purposes exclusively 
electric lights are not needed, as no 
night sessions are held; but for state 
conventions, 
political meetings, etc., 
the building should be well lighted. 
This would be done by Mr. Andrews, 
so all the outlay that would be neces­ 
sary to give Sedalia a model conven­ 
tion hall out of the new Live Stock 
building would, be to provide the ne­ 
cessary seats, something like 8000 or 
10,000 in addition to the 3000 to be 
provided by the directors of the Fair. 
Sedalia is the most eligibly located 
city in the state for The holding of 
state conventions, opening campaign 
meetings and the like, and all that is 
required to secure them is to provide 
a hall sufficiently large to seat 
the 
crowds That T\ouId be in attendance. 
The new Live Stock biiild ng at the 
Stale Fair gerunds offers a solution of 
the problem that Sedalians have been 
laboring with for years, and the soon­ 
er steps are taken with a view to 
bringing about the desired result the 
sooner it will be consummated.

$500 Reward For Each Rob­ 
ber Convicted. 


W. F. Keyser, of this city, secretary 
of the Missouri Bankers’ association, 
was advised by wire early yesterday 
morning that unknown parties 
had 
attempted to rob the Bank of Kings­ 
ville, at Kingsville, Johnson county, 
Friday night, 
after having broken 
into the postoffice and stolen $15. 
Mr. Keyser called up Kingsville on 
the telephone and learned that the 
robbers blew the bank vault to pieces 
with nitroglyzerine, and destroyed a 
number of private boxes, scattering 
their contents all over the building, 
but they failed to gain ma entrance to 
the inner safe, hence got nothing for 
their dangerous work. 
R. T. Fryer is president and Joseph 
Greager cashier of the bank, which 
has a capital stock of $10,000. 
A postal card found on the floor of 
the bank building may furnish a clew 
as to the identity of the robbers. Mr. 
Keyser authorized the Democrat to 
state that the Missouri Bankers’ as­ 
sociation will pay a reward of $500 
for the arrest and <x>nviction of each 
and every robber Implicated in the 
Job.

Connected with them are two hu ge 
air shafts rising abov e the lev el of the 
roof or more than 1 u O feet in air. 
Down one of these shafts the power­ 
fu l lu ngs of the hotel, as they might 
be called , inhale the fresh air at the 
rate of many thou sand s of cu bic feet 
a minu te, and circu late it to ev ery part 
of the bu ild ing throu gh hu nd red s of 
pipes and cond u its concealed in the 
walls and beneath the floors. Throu gh 
the ou ter shaft is ex pelled the v itiated 
air d rawn from k itchen, d ining-room, 
lobliy and gnest chamber. 
The score of giant fans and blowers 
can force throu gh tlu ' bu ild ing more 
than 25 0,000 cu bic feet of air ev ery 
minu te of the tw'cnty -fou r hou rs. The 
v t'inilaiing plant is d iv id ed into fiv e 


d istinct sy stems, for ind epend ent con­ 
trol, each of which has both “filling” 
and ex hau st fans. 
The separation of 
tlu * su pply d u cts that connect with 
the r« gisters all ov < r the hou se is 
mad e mainly in tlu * basement and 
.soiiu of the pi|)es are more than 200 
fvvt long from their starting point at 
the great fans to where the air is d is- 
chargi'il. while the v elocity with which

One featu re especially d istingu ishes 
the v entilating sy stem of the Hotel 
Astor.

roads can make such a special ar­ 
rangement,

Certain­ 
ly immigration would serve no good 
purpose unless the aliens had some 
inducement to go farther than New 
York city. 
Many a New Yorker has spent an 
interesting hour w’atching the great 
crowds of immigrants at Ellis island, 
and listening to them chattering to 
the interpreters in 
strange tongues. 
Few of them have any English, and 
they look so outlandish in their old- 
world clothes and with their clumsy 
bumlles 
of 
impedimenta 
that one 
wonders how they will ever become 
n*al .Aim ricaiis. 
But thoso that go 
into the interior of tlu' countr.v and 
« •liter an atmosidiere that is intense­ 
ly Amercan become assimilated and 
changed with rem arkable speed.

President of Hamilton College 
Says 
More Are Built Than Needed. 


Much comment has been caused by 
the startling statement that it would 
be better if many 
churches were 
burned, made by 
the Rev . M. W. 
Stryker, president of Hamilton col­ 
lege, in a sermon preached in the 
First Congregational church in this 
city, says a Binghampton, N. Y., dis­ 
patch. 
“Probably 5,000 churches in this 
country could be spared, if they were 
disposed of in that way," declared 
President Stryker, w'ho was preaching 
on the subject, “The Modem Interpre­ 
tation of Prov idence." 
“The tendency has been to div ision, 
ev en in 
the 
body 
of Christ, 
the 
church," said he. “In too many places 
the number of churches erected Is en­ 
tirely beyond the need of the cum- 
munities now and for a long time to 
come. They are liv ing at a poor, dy­ 
ing rate, and it would be better if 
many of the churches w'ere burned, 
people gathered in one large church 
and the surplus money used to carry 
the gospel into those fields where it 
has not yet been taken. By so doing 
the cause of Christ and humanity 
would be far better conserv ed. 
“Through the ages barriers hav e 
been erected w’hfch hav e tended lo iso­ 
lation, but now w’e are getting a bet 
ter interpretation, and 
it 
is toward 
unity and harmony. 
The time has 
past w'hen the stronger narions can 
agree among themselv es to partition 
a weaker nation. 
It is not in keeping 
with Prov idence that Germany anr 
France and Russia shall arrange with 
one another to take a portion of China 
The w’ork of Japan in standing as the 
conserv ator is along the line of the 
trend of nations, and it is in keeping 
with the plan of God in Prov idence 
as w’e understand it.*' 
Dr. Stryker has been president of 
Hamilton college since 189 2. He was 
made pastor of the Auburn, N. Y., 
Presbyterian church in 1876, and sub­ 
sequently W'as in charge of churches 
in Holyoke, Mass., and Chicago. 
He 
is 54 years old.
